Daylilies will supply a maximum of beauty for a minimum 
of care, but will repay the gardener for any extra attention 
given them. Daylilies are long-lived plants and should be 
placed at least two’ feet apart when planting. They will 
spread and fill the gaps but will not become overcrowded 
for many years. For the maximum number of plants in a 
given area, as in formal or display beds, stagger the plants.
